"There has been a steady increase in 
the cost of living since the first of this 
year," reads the statement, "in spite 
Of the fact that the government repre- 
sented to labor last summer that living 
costs would be reduced and that the 
government would see to it that this 
was done. Further promises of reduc- 
tions in the cost of living would fall on 
deaf ears, as far as the coal miners are 
concerned, because they have had their

WILSON PROTESTS 
RESERVATIONS IN 
TREATY OF PEACE 


President In Letter to Sen- 


ator Says 
Suggestions 


Made Are Virtual Nullifi- 
cation of Pact. 


Washington, 
March 
9.—President 


Wilson's letter to Senator Hitchcock, 
outlining anew his stand on reserva- 
tions to the peace treaty, gave a new 
angle today to the ratification fight in 
the senate, where debate has been lim- 
ited by unanimous consent in an effort 
to hurry a decision. 


Although the President did not say 
what reservations he would accept or 
reject, he declared that almost all the 
qualifications suggested were "in ef- 
fect virtually 
nullifications" of 
the 
pact. To weaken Article X of the 
League of Nations covenant, he said, 
would be to cut the "very heart" from 
it. 
While there was no objection to 
stating the constitutional methods by 
which 
obligations 
under Article X 


would have to be fulfilled, the Presi- 
dent continued, it was mere superero- 
gation to do so. in as much as aR the 
great powers recognized in framing the 
treaty that it was subject In execution 
to the constitutional

posed by each country- 
Especial interest was evidenced by 
senators in that part of the letter deal- 
ing with militaristic ambitions of other 
great powers.

FOB MILLIONS 


Nearly 75 Institutions of Learn- 


ing in the Country Now 


Seek Funds. 


LHB6EST SUM IS $25,000,000 


Northwestern Wants, 110,000,000 for 


Building* Alone—Higher Pay for 


Professors Promised by All 


Campaign Committees. 


New York.—Nearly seventy-five col- 


leges throughout the country are con- 
ducting campaigns for endowment 
funds to increa.se the pay of their pro- 
fessors and to provide new buildings 
and facilities. It Is estimated that the 
total sought is more than $200,000,000. 


Five of the largest Institutions In 


the country—Harvard, Princeton, Cor- 
nell, Northwestern and New York uni- 
versity—are engaged 
In campaigns, 


and the total sought by these five uni- 
versities aloue is $70,700.000. North- 
western seeks $23,000,000. 
Harvard 


already has promises of $12,000.000, 
toward her desired fund of $15,250.- 
000. 
Cornell's 
goal 
Is $10.000.000. 


Princeton desires $14,000,000, and New 
York university has set $6,450,000 »s 
her minimum in a campaign to be 
launched late this month. 


Pittsburgh Wants $16,000,000. ' 


Other large sums sought by some of 


the smaller colleges carry the total 
above $100,000,000 before the first ten 
campaigns are enumerated. 
Rostrfa 


university also wants $10,000,000." The' 
University of Pittsburgh intends to 
raise $16,000,000 In the next five years. 
Oberlin college of Ohio is to raise 
$5,285,000, and ten other colleges are 
campaigning for individual funds of 
$3,000,000 each. 


Although Columbia university here 


has announced no plans for a cam- 
paign for funds, her president, Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, has intimated 
that money might be sought for the 
completion of the institution's building 
programs. Two of Columbia's associ- 
ated Institutions, Barnard college and 
Teachers' college, are appealing for 
funds. Teachers' college seeks $3,000,- 
000, $1,500,000* of "which Is to be used 
for a new library Building, and the 
alumnae committee of Barnard ask? 
$500,000 to complete the $1,000,000 en- 
dowment fund. 


All of the large eastern colleges 


have committees at work in this city, 
and Hunter College for Women and 
New York university 'intend to push 
their campaign for funds in the gner- 
j-jlla warfare way because most of 
their graduates live in the city. Hun- 
ter college is seeking $150,000 for an 
alumnae hall, and is running Its cam- 
paign as part of tbe celebration of the 
fiftieth anniversary of its foundation. 
Organizations of graduates ,of the va- 
rious colleges have been requested to 
subscribe certain quotas, and the cam- 
paign has been carried directly to the 
purse of each graduate. 


Varying Amounts Sought. 


Sums sought by the smaller and 


specialized institutions range down 
from the $8,000,000 sought by the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of Technology to 
the $10,000,000 to be raised by Ford- 
ham university of this city for a me- 
morial to Its graduates who perished 
in the war. Joining, too. in the cam- 
paigns are some of the women's col- 
leges, including Mount Holyoke, Bryn 
Mawr and Smith college. Phillips Ex- 
eter academy and Andover academy 
also are on the list 


Three of the institutions that had 


planned elaborate campaigns for large 
endowment funds received large sums 
under the trtll of Henry C. Frick. To 
Princeton was left $10,000,000. Har- 
vard received $5,000.000, and $5.000.000 
also was bequeathed to the Mas«achu- 
setts Institute of Technology. Massa- 
chusetts "Tech" also has received In 
Its campaign promises of large sums 
from T. Coleman Dnpont on condition 
that specific additional sums be sub- 
scribed by others during tbe campaign. 


By far the largest sum Is sought by 


Northwestern university In Chicago. 
Her goal Is $25,000.000. including $10.- 
000.000 for new buildings and an en- 
dowment fund for their maintenance. 
Intended expansion of work Is to be 
covered by a fond of $11.000.000. and 
the remaining $4.000.000 Is to be used 
In carrying on the present mrricn- 
Inms. According to information fur- 
nished to the Vanderhllt Alumnus 
the publication of the graduates of 
Vanderbllt university, the scale of pro- 
fessors' pay at Northwestern also will 
he Increased.

'•Columbus, March 
2.—Natural gas 
rates in Findlay 
will 
remain at 38 


cents as the result of a decision hand- 
ed down by the stat« supreme court 
here today which affirms judgment, of 
the court of appeals, which sustained 
a demurer to the original petition and 
held the rate valid. 


An injunction was granted in Han- 


cock county common pleas 
court re- 
straining the Logan Natural Gas and 
Fuel Co. from operating under the or- 
dinance passed by the Findlay city 
council on suit brought by George H. 
Phelps, as a taxpayer." 
This article from its heading to its 


final period is an absolute unqualified 
mis-statement. 


The facts in the case as evinced by 
the court's decision 
which you can 
readily procure.and verify are these: 
The case was predicted . not 
upon 
rates but upon the question of whether 
a municipal council could abrogate- or 
change an existing ordinance and sub- 
stitute therefor 
new provisions con- 
cerning 
rates, which in the Findlav 
case consisted of a schedule filed with 
the Public Utilities Commission of Ohio. 
This particular case was not carried up 
by the City of Findlay or any prroup 
of its citiizens. but represented "the per- 
sonal action of an individual in the 
person of Attorney George H. Phelps. 
The court held in its decision handed 
down Tuesday of this week that muni- 
cipal councils possess such powers and 
can abrogate existing ordinances with 
the consent of the other contractual 
party, namely, in this case, the public 
utility. The ordinance in question pro- 
vided a SOc rate that was abrogated in 
October 1918. and the schedule rate of 
38c less 3c substituted.
